Nearly forty yeari ago the lite Da- 


vid Crockett visited New York, ind by 
invitation of tho merchant* of that city 
Went la th» new Merohnnts' Exchange 
on Wall street, then recently built, to 
give thorn a talk, 


The national fame he had acquired 


wns owing to ab'opk published of what 
purported to bo bis "eccentricities," to 
which wo will presently recur, It was 
ftr-thi« local repute KB a humorist.— 
Then it beciimo habitual to ascribe (o 


uy, in tlto Tennessee' •papers,' every 


nonauil which wanted currency. 
It WUH 


tin!) kind of distinction by which the 
world had known him u year or two, 
when be wns elected to Congress. Com- 
ing cm to Now York, nnd having DO 
pretext for declining Iho i iviiation of 
the mcrohanU, he accepted it, and ono 
fine spring forenoon found himself, in 
the portico of the Exchange, with seve- 
ral thousand curiosity-seekers, of the 
mercantile stripe, close around him — 
Mr. Crockett wag completely bewilder- 
ed, and without tho^selt-command re- 
quired to lulfill the remainder of hia 
covenant; for he could not, and did 
not, speak. 


Hu appearance denoted an overpow- 


ering banhfulness, and the character of 
the tace was as tree of any signs of hu- 
mor ai a Congressman in our day of 
holding Mobilier. 
Timidity'was the 


striking 
characteristic, although re- 


claimed by the expression of the mouth 
when 
under control. 
That David 


Crockett did, however, ponsws' traits of 
character out of keeping with the** in- 
dication* we all know from his mtmo- 
rable death three years^afterwordi. 


The peculiar eminence he then en- 


joyed, and which led to the compliment1 


wa relate, arose from the then recent 
publication of the book mentioned, en- 
titled "Sketches and Eccentricities of 
David Crockett" 
It was full of rare 


humor and ' enjoyed great popularity, 
and at that time/wos in full blast. Tim 
book probably never reached a second 
edition, and is long out of print, owing 
to tbe jpuUie disclaimer of Mr. Crook- 
ctt, which followed, in 'tho New York 
dailies, i the misddventure of the meet- 
ing. 
It never transpired who was tbe1 


author of the book, which was oopright- 
ed by its publisher. 
, 


The high sensibility of Crockett im- 


pelled him to denounce the book. 
He 


declared it wholly without authenticity, 
•nd denied all knowledge of its source.' 
In doing this he was not unaware of 
what be was throwing away, not un- 
mindful of the fame he had aoequired 
by it, but ho spurned with indignation 
the thought, on the one hand, of advan- 
cing himself by such means, and ob the 
other, of permitting to gross an imposi- 
tion on the public. 


The «au e spirit which 
constrained 


him thus to discard a stimulated fame, 
led him to volunteer in the cause of 
Texan independence, which he did soon 
after, llo wns one of tho brave com- 
mand of the intrepid Travis, which gar- 
risoned tbe Alamu, and was put to the 
sword ut its conquest, in 1836. The 
friends of freedom throughout the civil- 
ised world honor their memories.
